September 3, 2002

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday September 3 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Benjamin Bryant. Also present were 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey Selectman David K. Pierce, 
Town Administrator Julia Enroth- Whitlock, and Secretary

• Memo from Harbormaster Charles Bradley 
regarding the Bird Island Restoration Project. Mr. Bradley 
explained that he has been involved with this project for 
the past two years, and the team is working toward 
bringing the land mass of Bird Island back to its original 
elevation, requiring an estimated 5300 cubic yards of fill. 
They also plan to restore two salt marsh areas in Aucoot 
Cove and Job's Cove which will be disturbed during the 
project. 

"The engineering phase has been completed and 
by fall we hope to finalize the permitting process with 
construction beginning in August 2003," Mr. Bradley 
wrote.

units serving households at 80 percent median income). 
These regulations are set to expire in 90 days, however, 
and if municipalities would like them to remain perma- 
nent, they are encouraged to attend or submit comments 
at a hearing slated for Friday, October 11, 2002. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Music Hall Advisory Committee □ to discusserital rates 
and fees for so-called "quasi-town" non-profit groups and 
organizations. 

The established fee structure for the Music Hall 
apparently has several tiers: town departments or related 
organizations (for which rental fees are waived); commu- 
nity usage for Marion residents, as per Elizabeth Taber's 
original endowment; and fees for non-town, non-profit 
organizations. Recently there have been requests from 
town-related non-profit groups such as the Marion 
Natural History Museum and the Elizabeth Taber Library 
to rent the hall for fund-raisers, and the committee was 
asked to revisit the fees for these "quasi-town" groups. 

"In the case of the library and museum, these are 
major fund-raising activities," Selectman Pierce said. 
"Whatever we can do to not charge excessively large 
(fees), it would be beneficial. You'd like to see the Music 
Hall used for town events and not sit there unused 
because of excessive fees." 

The committee felt a more reasonable fee of $100 
per day for such organizations was appropriate, as they 
still need to cover maintenance and upkeep of the build-

"I think he's come up with a pretty good formula, 
and I'd like to support it," Chairman Bryant said. 

"It's a third of what a non-profit, no n- town 
organization would pay" Finance Committee (FinCom) 
Chairman Lee Hayes added. "It sounds like a good deal 
to me."

According to Ms. Bodeau, the by-law seems to 
suggest "that the Personnel Board shall be the judge of 
qualifications, ability and dependability" when hiring 
potential employees. The COA strongly felt that the 
various department heads are better-qualified to judge 
such qualifications, not a "citizen volunteer who knows 
very little about the workings of each department."

Last night my farm stand was robbed. 

By a couple of kids passing through the "neighbor- 
hood." 

Not much was stolen as far as I can guess; twenty 
dollars or so. But this seemingly petty sum of money repre- 
sented a great deal to me. It represented a portion of 365 days of 
planning, nurturing, and growing produce on my farm. It 
represented hours of watering and weeding. It also represented 
my faith, love and trust for this town. You see, the produce I sold 
at the farm stand went by the honor system. 

Folks came by and simply left their money in an 
unlocked 8x10 box at the stand. Often times I'd find an I.O.U. 
indicating the person would be back with $4.25 for produce 
taken. Sometimes I'd find upwards of $65.00 inside — but I 
always found something. That is, until last night. 

I'm writing this letter for two reasons. The first, 
perhaps to publicly express my disappointment in the youths. 
The second, and more important reason is to express my sincere 
appreciation to both the Mattapoisett police who quickly 
recovered the money and found the culprits and, just as impor- 
tantly, the people who stopped by the farm stand and allowed 
this method (the honor system) to work for so long. 

I must confess that my initial reaction upon discovering 
the missing money was to close the stand for the remainder of 
the season. Upon reflection I've decided to remain open, 
unchanged, because I believe in the inherent goodness of the 
people in this community. You see, the missing $21.00 reminded 
me how much hasn't been taken, indeed, how much has been 
shared in this growing season. Trust, honor, support, and 
community. It's reminded me, once again, what is so good about 
our town. Thank you for that.

SUMMER HEAT 

What can I do to make my dog more comfortable in the hot 
weather? 

Leave your dog at home when you do errands. If you must 
take him in a car, leave the air conditioning on or the win- 
dows open, especially if you need to park. A closed car 
gets very hot very fast. Always have plenty of fresh cool 
water available. Walk your dog early in the morning or 
later in the evening when it is cooler. 

Are certain breeds more susceptible to heat induced problems? 
Yes. Dogs with short noses like bulldogs, pugs, Boston Ter- 
riers and Lhasa Apso's. These dogs have trouble breathing 
under the best of circumstances. When it is hot and they 
pant to cool themselves, they may experience swelling of 
their throats, making breathing even more difficult. 

How can I help my dog when it is hot and he is panting hard? 
Help him cool himself. Put him in an air conditioned room, 
wet him down and blow a fan over him, or let him chew 
ice cubes.

As with Walks Books #1 
and #2, the new book includes many bits of history and 
stories about an earlier Mattapoisett. Walks #3 and #4 
covers the general area north and west of the museum on 
Church Street. 

All of the Walks Books are the work of Francis 
Rowland who was born and grew up in Mattapoisett 
some 90 years ago. Francis is indeed the town historian 
and he has willingly shared his memories in these books.

Feardotcom. Starring Stephen Dorff and Natascha 
McElhone. Directed by William Malone. Running time: 98 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Those who haven't seenhalf-naked womenbeing tortured in 
a movie in a long time and have been pining for it might want to 
know about Feardotcom. The rest of us can stay home and wonder 
why horror movies never fixateonbald, fat, ugly, half -nakedguys 
being tortured (or is that just a naive question?). Feardotcom, a 
cheapj ack foreign-shot film (Luxembourg and Montreal double 
for New York City) distributed by the formerly prestigious 
Warner Bros., is another one of those freak shows that pretend to 
denounce misogynistic crime while showing us as much of it as 
the R rating will allow. For some reason known only to him, Roger 
Ebert praised the film's visuals; gee, Roger, you mean the one of 
the woman being dissected alive, or the one of the woman 
drowning in a tub? 

Stephen Dorff is a cop obsessed with the one that got away 
— Alistair Pratt, a.k.a. "The Doctor" (Stephen Rea), a maniac who 
has eluded capture for years. Dorff starts finding corpses that 
appear to be the victims of a crash-and-bleed-out virus; Natascha 
McElhone, as a public health official, gets called in and concludes 
that it isn't a virus — not the physical kind, anyway. Each victim, 
you see, had visited a website called feardotcom.com 48 hours 
before their deaths (kind of close to the premise of the 1998 
Japanese horror film The Ring — whose American remake arrives 
next month — but never mind). This is connected in some way 
with "The Doctor" and his first victim, seen in visions as a spooky 
little girl with a white ball. 

Ebert advised focusing on the imagery and disregarding the 
plot, but most of us go to a movie to be told a story, not to be 
flashed with shock cuts of repugnant violence. That's neither 
horror nor good filmmaking — it's peek-a-boo editing-table 
gimmickry, and you or I could do the same thing given the 
budget. Watching Feardotcom is often like being splashed with 
sewage by a Super-Soaker. At its core is the tired device of the 
little girl trying to communicate with the living and get revenge 
on her murderer, which might be nice if we hadn't seen it in The 




Sixth Sense and Stir of Echoes, to name two . The theme of voyeurism 
biting the voyeur in the throat (the victims are being punished for 
the sin of watching death) is as old as Euripides. Without anything 
original onscreen to speak of, there's nothing to hold one's 
attention but the squalid "innovation" of creative torture. 

Unaccountably written by a woman 0osephine Coyle) and 
directed by William Malone, whose House on Haunted Hill remake 
three years ago was sort of fun, Feardotcom has apparently picked 
its supporting cast to please genre fans; Jeffrey Combs (The Re- 
Animator) turns up as a jaded cop, Michael Sarrazin (Frankenstein: 
The True Story) is a drunken crackpot author of a book on Internet 
secrets, Nigel Terry (Excalibur) is McElhone' s ill-fated supervisor 
(he dies the way everyone else does, a victim of his worst fear), 
and, most promisingly, the great Udo Kier (Blood for Dracula) as 
a man amusingly named Polidori, who loses ahuman-vs.-subway- 
train match. Fans will have to content themselves with the mere 
presence of these cult icons, though, since Malone mainly sticks 
to Dorff and McElhone, both of whom have been better, and 
Stephen Rea, visibly bored playing a cyber-boogeyman who 
spouts psycho-visionary nonsense. 

Feardotcom annoyed me; I experienced it almost as a personal 
affront, because, to give Ebert his due, there is a certain twisted 
visual pizzazz at work here (as there was in The Cell, another 
grotesque favorite of Ebert's). But it's put in service of an inept 
plot that uses its teases of (female) flesh and blood to keep us 
interested, or — dare I say it — entertained. Feardotcom is a rancid 
little slaughterhouse. At one point, "The Doctor" announces that 
he wants to make death look ugly so that it'll be taken seriously, 
and no doubt the makers of Feardotcom would use a similar line. 
And it would be just as self-serving and irrelevant.

Imagine taking a slow, leisurely paced tour of be- 
calmed New England landscapes. The ocean breeze bend- 
ing the bleached grass. Water lapping at the rocks near 
the base of a lighthouse. Then journeying further north 
to take in the fall foliage, or see the various covered 
bridges which connect small, quaint communities. Birds 
chirping quietly in the background. 

It sounds like a nice trip, but it would take days to 
get it all in, right? 

Well, you can take a similar adventure without ever 
leaving the comfy confines of your living room with a 
captivating series of videos produced by the New Hamp- 
shire-based The Dolphin's Eye and photographed and 
directed by Rich Holzer. 

Mr. Holzer has a natural talent for capturing the es- 
sence of New England life in his video lens, and it's un- 
derstandable, since his home and production company 
are based on a 100-acre farm in Andover, NH. 

"I had done still photography first, and I worked in 
art galleries," Mr. Holzer said. "One of the gallery own- 
ers said: Tf you had these little tiny pictures you could 
sell for $20, you'd make money' So I did a portfolio on 
video ... and a friend said: 'You have a gift for video.' 
That turned into a three-year (video) project." 

The result was New England, an 84-minute video trek 
from Martha's Vineyard to South Harpswell, Maine. Then, 
in short order, came First Light, Part 1: Martha's Vine- 
yard and First Light, Part 2: Cape Cod and The Magical 
Islands — each an hour tour of Massachusetts' most beau- 
tiful coastal communities. All three have been broadcast 
on various PBS stations (including WGBH in Boston), and 
they are now available on VHS and DVD. 

What's most fascinating about the productions is they 
aren't interrupted with brash narration or dialogue. In- 
stead, Mr. Holzer prefers to let the pictures do the talking 
and he often holds individual shots to allow the natural 
setting to sink in and let the viewer find their own points 
of interest in the frame ... much like real life. 

"I tried to give it a pace that would allow people to 
contemplate things that are all around us," Mr. Holzer 
said. "In a typical production the scene lasts just five sec- 
onds if you're lucky. I wanted time to ponder. People find 
it has a very spiritual quality." 

Indeed, the resulting video series has an almost ethe- 
real quality to it and I found myself comforted and re- 
laxed while watching them. A photographer who origi- 
nally hails from New York, Mr. Holzer considers these 
videos more of an "artumentary" than a documentary. 
That says a lot for a former electrical engineer who fi-

nally found his niche 
in the more visual ar- 
tistic medium of 
videography. 

"I wanted a life 
where I could spend a 
good portion of time 
outdoors, preferably 
on boats or by the 
ocean," he admitted. 
"I wanted highly cre- 
ative work that al- 
lowed me to meet in- 
teresting people, work 
that would require a 
wide range of skills 
and work that, ideally would make the world a better 
place." 

Lest you think such a series of travelogues is akin to 
a boring promotional video, think again. In fact, Mr. 
Holzer said his videos haven't been as well-received by 
certain Chambers of Commerce who would like more fo- 
cus placed on businesses and tourist attractions in the 
various areas than natural landscapes. But that's not his 
intent or purpose. 

"My goal was to create a work of art," he said. "I think 
New England is a lot like a silent film. No narration. Basi- 
cally it's hand-crafted images backed up by this great 
music." 

Using a Sony VX-1000 Digital Handycam as his stock 
in trade, Mr. Holzer has woven together a pastiche of great 
locations in the three videos. Among the highlights: a day 
on a Maine lobster boat, maple sugaring in Vermont, and 
a riveting sequence during a fierce Nor'Easter at Nubbel 
Light, which Mr. Holzer pointed out was shot during "The 
Perfect Storm" which later inspired the book and movie. 

Despite the occasional glimpse of Mother Nature's 
power, however, Mr. Holzer's videos prefer to look on 
the bright side of New England life. 

"Most of the media makes the world out to be a vio- 
lent, dangerous place," Mr. Holzer said. "Yet in this video 
you have a very tranquil, peaceful place, and I think that's 
how New England is most of the time."
